PROPER FEED FOR THE HENS 


Satisfactory 
Method 
for 
American 
Breeds Worked Out by Expert of 
Massachusetts College. 


MISSOURI ANO OKLAHOMA 


In Game Full of T h rills Downed Visit­ 


ing Eleven 20 to 17, Saturday. 


A method which has given very sat­ 
isfactory results for the 
American 
breeds have been worked out by Prof. ! 
J. C. Graham of the Massachusetts 
Agricultural college. 
A dry mash is 
kept in hoppers before the hens at all 
times, and scratch feed is fed night 
and morning. 
The dry mash is com­ 
posed of equal parts bran, wheat mid­ 
dlings, corn meal, finely ground oats, 
ground alfalfa and beef scraps, and the 
scratch feed of two 
parts 
cracked 
corn, one part wheat and 
one 
part 
oats. 
The scratch feed is varied, depend­ 
ing somewhat upon condition of tho 
hens. 
If on examination 
they 
are 
found too fat, more oats and w'tieat 
and less corn are fed. Sometimes we 
feed three parts of wheat at 
night 
and oats in the morning. 
At certain seasons of the year more 
grain is fed at night in the litter 
than the hens will eat, so 
there will 
be some left for 
them 
to work 
on 
early 
the 
next 
morning. 
This 
Is 
found to be a satisfactory method. ALI 
three are mixed together the wrheat 
and corn are picked 
first, 
and 
the 
hens that eat the fastest get very lit­ 
tle of the oats. 
If it is 
desired to 
force the hens 
In 
addition 
to 
the dry mash 
and 
grain, moisten 
some 
of the 
mash, 
getting it to a crumbly state, 
and 
placing it in troughs, what they will 
eat in 15 minutes. This is fed at night. 
Fresh water, oyster shell and grit are 
kept before the hens.

day

He gave a splendid review Uf 
the important subject in a most ex­ 
haustive way, unmistakably showing 
the general needs for a thorough re­ 
vision, with a careful analysis of the 
specific parts, which should be revis­ 
ed now. 
A constitution should be a funda 
mental instrument, defining 
funda 
mental thiugs, and leaving other mar 
tern to the legislative bodies, widen 
would keep it a 
brief 
document, j 
though the constitution of Missouri | 
is now many times longer than when j 
adopted in 1875. 
The tendency bds . 
been to expand, until so many de- ( 
tails have been incorporated that it • 
is difficult to adapt it to toe under-1 
lying and fundamental needs ot the I 
state. 
The United S’ates constitution is 
kept a fundamental 
d Acumens, 
em­ 
bracing the fundamental needs of the] 
whole country, and cong less 
there­ 
fore a a s no difficulty in passing spe­ 
cial laws. though Missouri does. Our 
constitution docs not lend itself to 
the changed conditions in which we 
live. Missouri is becoming an urbar 
state, whose n ew and changed condi­ 
tions demand changes in legislation, 
but if the new statutes do not con­ 
form to the provisions iu the consti- 
tuiion then the judges say the sta­ 
tutes must fail. 
From the tact that the people are 
always voting on amendments, it is | 
evident that the people are not sat­ 
isfied with parts of the existing or­ 
ganic law, and a constitutional con­ 
vention composed of men elected for 
one tingle purpose 
could 
present 
iheir finished work to the people of 
Missouri at a special election, where 
it could be accepted or rejected, and 
the whole process would be reduced 
to Its simplest terras. 
With due regard for the men and 
the work of the convention of 1875, 
there are now a great many particu­ 
lar defects, some of which Dr. Loeb 
discussed, and 
others 
he 
omitted 
through lack of time. 
Most interesting 
was

thrown on the whole article dealing 
with the questions of revenue afl'l 
taxation. 
Taxes are not

America leads the world in the pro­ 
duction of queen bees. One Ohio man 
alone rears about 3,500 every year and 
sells them in every part of the world. 
While it is generally supposed that the 
most profitable 
bees are 
raised in 
baly, the truth is that the finest speci­ 
mens of Italian queens are produced 
in America. 
The scientific bee breeder has found 
a way to outwit bee colonies in their 
natural method of producing queens 
and can now produce as many of these 
royal insects as can be disposed of. 
In their natural condition bees will 
permit only one queen in a hive, but 
feeders, by feeding artificial muceli, 
are able to produce any number. 
Every hive has three kinds of bees, 
workers, drones and the queen, 
and 
these are produced from tw’o kinds of 
eggs. Unfertilized eggs produce noth­ 
ing but drones 
while 
the 
fertilized 
egg will produce either a worker or 
a queen, depending 
on 
whether the 
larvae is fed on royal jelly preserved 
for queens or upon the common food 
which makes the workers. 
The larvae produced in

cell is fed the royal jelly, and develops 
all the qualities of the queen.

Is where the breeder’s skill comes in. 
He makes a queen cell of ra x about 
the size of an acorn and so skillfully 
is this 
done 
that the bees are de­ 
ceived. 
Into each of these cells he places a 
larvae and the workers, not knowing 
any difference, promptly proceed to 
feed it with the royal food. After she 
has oaten of this for six days she re­ 
fuses any more and the cell is then 
sealed up. Iii this way a breeder may 
start a hundred queens 
in 
a single 
cell, but he must 
be careful to re­ 
move the frame from the hive into an 
incubator and observe the greatest 
care iii separating the queens as they 
are hatched out. 
Each one is placed in separate quar­ 
ters in a hive and given a bodyguard 
of about 25 workers, who attend to 
her every want. When full grown she 
is placed in a little wire cage w ith her 
attendants and shipped by mail to 
any distance. 
The queen bee lives about four 
years and produces, w hen she is work­ 
ing full time, from 1,500 to 3,000 eggs 
per day. 
Placed in a cell of the most 
vicious black bees a hive bred queen 
will, ih a short time, transform 
the 
colony into a happy family of gentle, 
hard working Italians, as the workers 
live only about 40 days. 
When the queen bee becomes old 
and incapacitated she is supplanted by 
a new’ queen, although she is allowed 
to live in the hive until she dies. She 
is managed and her wishes are con­ 
trolled by her attendants and if she 
refuses to obey her 
instructions she 
is quickly stung to death. 


TIMELY NOTES OF FLOWERS 


Aim to Have Something New Every 
Year— Sensitive Plant Is Very In­ 
teresting in Its Habits. 


Mass the different varities of a sin­ 
gle flower and the effect Is more pleas­ 
ing than when made up of a dozen 
varieties. On the lawn as in the vase, 
popular taste has been trained to ad­ 
mire the harmony of unity. 
Soak seeds of cypress vine for a few 
hours in hot water just before plant­ 
ing. The hard seeds of the canna may 
need a bit of filing ere the germ can 
push its way out; but care should be 
taken not to injure it in the process. 
Poppies will perpetuate themselves 
by self-sown seed. 
Aim to have something new' every 
year, but not a high priced novelty. 
The sensitive plant is handsome and 
intensely interesting In its habits. 
If 
you have never 
grown it, 
try it for 
the children. 
Study its queer habits, and you will 
always find it entertaining. 
The Japanese morning glory is slowT- 
er in attaining the blooming size than 
the old fashioned flower, yet its larger 
size and clear colors make amends for 
slower maturity.

CARING FOR LITTLE CHICKS j 


Cleanliness Is Important to a Degree 
of Success or Failure— Furnish 
Fresh, Clean Water. 


In hatching chicks, either with hens 
:c the modern way, the incubator, first 
if all observe cleanliness everywhere; 
this is important to a degree of suc­ 
cess or failue; filth means the latter 
alw ays. 
Don’t feed the chicks at all until 
they have been hatched twenty-four to 
thirty-six hours; they don’t need it. 
Don’t feed them any musty, sour or 
unwholesome feed of any kind, grain 
or otherwise, as it will cause bowel 
trouble and death. 
Don’t lose sight of the drinking wa­ 
ter. toe; it is just as important that 
it be furnished fresh and clean and 
the drinking vessels kept clean. 
Don’t, if you use a brooder, allow’ it 
to get too hot or too cold; either is a 
fatal mistake. 
See to it also that the 
chicks do not overcrowd and trample 
each other to death; give them plenty 
of brooder room, they will be more 
healthy. 
Don’t place your brood cops or chick 
runs at or near a wood pile, 
brush 
heap, old outhouse, etc., as such places 
make too good a harbor for rats, pole­ 
cats and other varmints that will prey 
on your chicks at the least opportu- 
nity. 
Don’t forget to provide shelter that 
the chicks can run under at any time, 
either out of the rain or sun. 
Many a ! 
promising lot of chicks have gone to ] 
an early finish through the fact that 
there was no shelter 
prepared 
for 
them when a heavy shower came up. 
The same is true of young turkeys.

Leipsic, Germany. Get. 18.—On the 
field 
of 
the 
“Battle 
of 
Nations,” 
where just one hundred years ago the i 
defeat of Napoleon by the Allies vir- I 
tually resulted in the liberation of j 
Germany, there was dedicated today I 
one of the most imposing battle mon- j 
uments in the world. The ceremonies J 
| were notable even in this sear of his­ 
toric anniversaries in Germany. 
The sovereigns of Austria, Russia 
and Sweden, the nations that fought 
with Prussia to break the power of 
Napoleon in Germanic Europe, sent 
their personal 
representatives, 
and 
all the federated princes and mayors 
of the German empire were present. 
Their host is King Frederick August 
III of Saxony, sixth in line of direct 
descent from that King Frederick Au­ 
gust I w’ho fought 
with 
Napoleon 
against the Allies; whose troops de­ 
serted to the Allies on the decisive 
day, and who himself, vainly appeal­ 
ing for terms, was taken to Berlin 
and kept a virtual prisoner for three 
years. 
The structure dedicated today is by 
far the largest and highest in Europe. 
It stands just south of Leipsic, near 
Probstheida, the village out of which 
the allies drove Napoleon on October 
IS, 1813, the decisive day of the “Bat­ 
tle of Nations.” 
The fight had then 
raged for six days between the Aus­ 
trians, 
Prussians, 
Russians 
and 
Swedes on the one 
side, 
end 
the 
French, 
aided 
by the Saxons and 
Wurttembergers, on the other, when 
the deciding day came. 
On the fol­ 
lowing day Napoleon abandoned the 
contest, leaving behind 78.000 of his 
army of 180,000 men, 15,000 of them 
dead. 
The Allies, at a loss of 51,000 
from a total strength of about 300,000, 
had made Germany free from foreign 
domination to the banks of the Rhine. 
The idea of a monument on the bat­ 
tlefield was broached in the follow­ 
ing year by Ernest Moritz Arndt, and 
found support from 
a 
number 
of 
prominent Germans and from a Rus­ 
sian diplomat. 
An organization was 
formed at Leipsic to keep alive Hie 
memory of the battle, but a king in 
captivity furnished grounds for aban­ 
doning the movement. 
The monu­ 
ment idea came up from time to time j 
in the succeeding years, and in 1863, 
on the fiftieth anniversary of the bat­ 
tle, the foundation stone of a monu­ 
ment was laid. 
Then came the wars of 1864, 1866 
and 1870-71, and it remained for the 
German Patriots’ association, formed 
in Leipsic in 1894, to take the mat­ 
ter up and carry it to a successful 
conclusion. 
Four years later the nec­ 
essary money had been raised, a de­ 
sign by. Prof. Bruno Schmitz had bo£n 
accepted, and the first sod was turned 
for the work on October 18. 1898. 
The monument stands on a hill 
about IOO feet above the level of the 
surrounding country. It is approached 
by a flight of 110 steps hewn in gran­ 
ite. 
On the base of the monument 
at the head of the stairs is an impos­ 
ing relief, 180 feet long and 60 feet 
wide, the work of Christian Behrens. 
In the center of the relief is a heroic 
figure 
of 
Saint Michael. 
On each 
side of him Furies with torches hove** 
over a battlefield strewn-'with dead. 
Above, in letters six feet high, is the 
motto of the anti-Napoleon warriors: 
“Gott Mit Uhs” (God with us). 
The monument rises to a height of 
nearly 300-feet. ’ It is of reinforced 
concrete, faced with porphry. 
On the 
ground level is a crypt, surrounded 
by eight gigantic stone masks, repre­ 
senting fate.

Q.— How is Jesus of the royal house 
of David when Joseph was only his 
stepfather? 
(A. C. C.) 
Answer.—This is a problem that lias 
puzzled not a few, as, at first glance, 
the genealogy of our Lord given In 
the first chapter of Matthew and in the 
third chapter of Luke, is seemingly 
traced through Joseph. 
However, a 
careful examination of the two ac­ 
counts will quickly reveal the fact that 
tile genealogies are entirely different. 
Our Lord became related to the hu­ 
man family by taking our nature 
through his mother Mary. Mary’s ge­ 
nealogy was traced by Luke and leads 
back to David through his son Nathan 
(Luke 3:31). Joseph is styled “the son 
of Hell,” i. e., the son of Eli, Mary’s 
father, by marriage, or legally; or as 
we would say, son-in-law of Ell. 
By 
birth. Joseph was the son of Jacob. 
His genealogy, as given by Matthew, 
traces also back to David, through his 
son Solomon (Matthew 1:6, IG). Joseph 
having accepted Mary as his wife, and 
adopted Jesus her son, as though he 
were his own son, this adoption would 
entitle Jesus to reckon Joseph’s gene­ 
alogy; but such a tracing back to the 
family of David was not necessary# be­ 
cause his mother came also of David, 
by another line.
